SUBSIDIZED STEAMSHIPS. 


Charges of Discrimination Against Southern 
Ports—The Senate's Proceedings. 


Washington, April 18.—TIhe familiar figure 
of ex-Senator Edmunds was to be seen in the 
senste chamber at the opening of today’s ses- 
sion of the senate. .While Secretary McCook 
was readirg the journal of last Thursday, 
Mr. Edmunds moved around on the republican 
side and received greetings from senutors of 
both political parties, holding a long conver- 
sation with Mr. Morgana. The first business 
trensacted, after the reading of the journal 
was completed, was the announcement by 
Vic> President Morton that he had received a 
communication, in the nature of a petition, 
from James R. Young, late chief executive 
clerk, to be laid before tLe senate, which will, 
Mr. Morton added, “be laid upon the table, 
it having already been printed.” 

Mr. Vest introduced a bill to prohibit con- 
tracts, by the postmaster general, with any 
steamship company making unjust discrimi- 
nations against any port of the United States 
as to imports by vessels carrying foreign 
mails. In connection with the bill, and be- 
fore asking its reference to the committee on 
commerce, Mr. Vest said that he desired to 
submit certain resolutions of the merchants’ 
exchange of the city of St. Louis. These 
resolutions. he said. called attention to the 
fact, about the existence of which he knew 
nothing personally, that the United States and 
Brazil Steamship Company, one of the sub- 
sidized lines under the act providing for spe- 
cial contracts for carrying foreign mails, had 
refused to deliver coffee imported from Bra- 
zil at the port of Newport News. It was 
stated in these resolutions, and had been 
largely circulated in public prints, that the 
resident and principal owners of the line 
ad publicly announced that the company 
would not hereafter deliver imported coffee at 
that port on account of objections made to 
such delivery by merchants of the city of 
New York. As a matter of course the west- 
ern and southern country was very largely 
and vifally interested in any such discrimina- 
tion, because it affected directly retail dealers 
and wholesale dealers in western and south- 
ern cities and towns. He asked that the bill 
and resolutions be referred to the committee 
on ccmimerce, and it was so ordered. 


Protests Against Discrimination. 


Mr. Daniel said that he had received a num- 
ber of like resolutions from boards of trade 
in ,different citles of the country, which he 
would present tomorrow or the next day. This 
injurious diserimination, he said, affected not 
only the suuthern countrs, bat the west and 
northwest, in a very vital manner, and he 
hoped that the committee on commerce would 
find some remedy for that ontrageous in- 
4 ac of the equal rights of the people af- 
fected. 

At 1:40 o’clock p. m. the senate went into 
executive session. At 3:05 o’clock the doors 
were reopened and legislative business was 
proceeded “with. 

Mr. Call’s motion to reconsider the vote 
whereby, on Thursday last. the senate passed 
the bill to amend the act of 1890 to establish 
a cirenit court of appeals and to define and 
regulate, in certain cases, the jurisdiction 
of the courts of the United States, was 
taken up for action. After some explanation 
and discussion the bill was so amended by a 
change of verbage as to be satisfactory to 
Mr. Call and other senators, and as so amend- 
ed the bill again passed. 

Should Differ Politically. 


The bill to facilitate the oot of 
causes in the court of claims a@avas then taken 
up as unfinished business, the pending ques- 
tion being on the amendment offered by Mr. 
Daniel, requiring two additional judges, pro- 
vided for, to be members of different political 
ya rties. 
' Mr. Daniel modified his amendment so as 
to make it read: “Both of whom shall not 
belong to the same politieal party,’’ and ar- 
gued that if that dmendment were objected 
to as unconstitutional, the same objection 
applied to the interstate commerce commis- 
sion. civil service commission and other com- 
nixsions where that principle was put in law. 
Mr. Daniel's amendment wus rejected and 
the bill was then passed—yeas, 31; nays. 18. 
‘Ir. George gave notice that he would to- 
morrow call up the resolution offered by him 
on the 13th in stent, relative to the appoint- 
ment of a committee to inquire into the 
causes of the low prices of cotton and the de- 
pressed condition of agriculture in states 
raising cotton. Adjourned. 


JUDGE MAYNARD ENDORSED. 


The Committee Say He Did His Duty as an 
Upright Judge. 


Albany, N. Y., April 18.—The majority 
and minority reports of the Mayrard inves- 
tigating committee were presented to the 
legislature tonight. The majority report, 
signed by democratic,members of the com- 
mittee, contained about six thousand words. 
It says that all that Judge Maynard did 
he did as an honorable, upright and con- 
scientious lawyer, and recommends the 
adoption of resolutions endorsing the action 
of Judge Maynard in taking the Dutchess 
county returns from the comptroller’s of- 
fice, and also endorses the action of the 
state board of canvassers in determining the 
four contested election cases. 

The minority report, signed by  republic- 
ans, was about twelve thousand words 
long and reviewed the litigation in the elec- 
tion case. It characterized Maynard’s action 
in connection with the Duchess county re- 
turns as a criminal act, and closes with a 
resolution demanding his removal from the 
court of appeals bench. 


TROOPS ON THEIR WAY 


To Check the Rustlers Out in Wyoming—A 
Warning. 

Washington, April 18.—General Schofield re- 
ceived a telegram from General Brooke at 
Omaha today, saying that the wires are down 
between that city and Wyoming and that 
nothing has been heard from Colonel Van- 
horn, commanding at Fort McKinney, since 
Saturday. General Brooke adds that Colonel 
Vanhorn was to have left Fort McKinney 
yesterday for the pu » of turning his pris- 
oners over to the civil authorities at Donglas. 
Newspaper specials from Cheyenne, Wryo., 
express the belief that the wires were cut by 
Sheriff Angus and his party, of Johnston 
county, in order to cut off communication be- 
tween Fort McKinney aud department head- 
quarters. A number of people fleeing from the 
rustler country, have passed through Cheyenne. 
Their stories are so fragmentary that the only 
reliable point gained from them is that the 
rustlers have completely terrorized Johnston 
county. :

LOUISIANA’S DAY. 


The Exciting Election Which Takes 
Place Tomorrow, 


IN WHICH THE LOTTERY FIGURES, 


The Status of the Different State 
Tickets, 


Republicans and Democrats Split Up on a 
Question Which fora Day Displaces 
All Others. 


New Orleans, April 18.—(Special.)—The 
election which comes off throughout Louisi- 
ana tomorrow is the most important held 
in the state since the famous one of 1876, 
which decided the presidency, and it may 
indeed have equally important effects, not 
on Louisiana alone, but on the whole un- 
ion; for although it is purely a state con- 
test, the whole country has been deeply in- 
terested in the campaign and has contribut- 
ed liberally to it. All the indications are 
that the split now existing in the demo- 
cratic party of Louisiana is a permanent 
ove like that in Virginia over the state 
debt. It is this split which makes the 
election so interesting, for it gives the re 
publicans a chance to carry the state; and 
it can be safely predicted that the party 
that carries «Louisiana tomorrow will get 
its electoral vote in November. 

A Long Campaign. 

The campaign which winds up tomorrow 
has been the longest ever waged in any 
state. It has been carried on for twenty- 
five months without a moment’s interrup- 
tion. During all this long period of over 
two years there has not been a single day 
without mass meetings, conventions, barbe- 
cues, etc. The people are tired out, and 
eyen business is fatigued by the long strain, 
while the cost has impoverished both dem- 
ocratic factions. One of them, it is said, 
had to draw on the Louisiana State Lottery 
and spent over a million dollars in legiti- 
mate political purposes; while the other, or 
anti-lottery wing, depended on the contribu- 
tions raised in New York, Boston and other 
cities to support their fight against the lot- 
tery, and but for this assistance it would 
have been compelled to retire from the po- 
litical field. ©The strength of this faction, 
which by a curious succession of events 
has become the regular democracy of the 
state, came altogether from the outside. 

When the anti-lottery movement was or- 
ganized it was very weak. It was defeat- 
ed in the legislature, two to one, and was 
beaten in every contest in the state. It 
appealed to the north, however, and re- 
ceived both sympathy and financial aid, and 
finally, by its importunities, secured the 


g 


dealt the regular democracy a frightful 
blow. 
A Second Bolt. 

The latter, however, was magnificently 
organized; it carried on the fight, won the 
state by a majority of 14,736 in the demo- 
cratic elections of November and December 
and nominated a full state ticket. The 
anti-lottery democrats bolted,as was expect- 
ed, and also nominated a state ticket. The 
quarrel was patched up by holding a sec- 
ond election as no one expected any good 
from the compromise, for the truth is that 
the democracy of the state has been divided 
by broad lines for years, and both in 1884 
and 1888 a split was threatened and was 
prevented only by fear of the republicans. 
The second primary came off March 22d, 
and the McEnery or regular democrats 
again carried the state, but by the greatly |. 
reduced majority of 1,728 in a total vote of 
$2,260. When, however, the  clectoral 
committee or returning board went over the 
returns it threw out 3,126 votes and elect- 
ed the anti-lottery ticket by a majority of 
from 51 to 549. Whereupon the regulars 
bolted, as was expected, and as a conse- 
quence there will be two democratic tickets 
before the voters tomorrow, splitting the 
white vote of the state into two nearly 
equal halves. 

The Republican Split. 

The republicans had also split in January 
nominally over the lottery issue, but really 
over the federal offices, and places two 
tickets in the field; one led by Warmoth, 
the collector of customs, pnd incluiling 
nearly all the office holders; the other by 
Leonard and including the rank and file of 
the party and at least nine-tenths of the ne- 
gro voters, 

There are now five full tickets in the 
field in Louisiana, as follows:

The Leaders on the Ticket. 


Troster is a state senator, Parlange has 
been United States district attorney and 
so has Leonard. Both rag way 4 and 
Wickliffe have been governor, the former 
from 1881 to 1888, the latter from 1856 to 
18G0. Breaux was a republican senator 
of old and Tannerhill is a small farmer in 
Winn parish and has never held office. . 

Besides these state tickets there are pro- 
hibition and indeperident candidates in the 
field gnd so many dickers and combinations 
that it will take several days to count the 
vote and it will probably be a week before 
the actual result is kuown if the vote is 
any where close. as it is expected to be. 
How complicated the voting is likely to 
be may be imagined when it is stated that 
the Warmoth or custom house republicans 
are supporting the McEnery local ticket in 
St. Landry, the Foster ticket in Rapides, 
an independent ticket in Avoyelles, the 
Leonard ticket in Baton Rouge and a ticket 
of their own in St. James. 

There 125,326 white and 123,642 negro 
voters registered, but as the registration is 
an old one, not over one hundred and five 
thousand whites and one thousand 
negroes are likely to vote. : 
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The Anti-Lottery Democrats, 
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one, is made up*of anti-lottery democrats 
and Farmers’ jancemen, and will re- 
ceive 80 per cent of the vote of the alliance. 
It has the state administration at its back 
and therefore more or less control of the 
election machinery and the count—a most 
important matter in Louisiana. In _ the 
white primary of March 22d it received 
44,250 votes, but is stronger today and will 
receive in addition 3,000 white votes not 
cast then, 4,000 from the McEnery demo- 
crats in New Orleans who are disgusted 
with the city ticket placed in the field and 
robably as many more in the country par- 
shes, where the people are afraid of a 
republican victory aud believe that the 
fight is between Foster and Leonard. This 
will give Foster 55,000 of 105,000. white 
yotes. The others will go, 40,000 to Mc-

The Republican Situation. 


This leaves the republicans 80,000 negro 
and 50,000 white votes, which will er ly 
be divided 70,000 to Leonard and 15,000 
to Breaux. ‘The election, it will be seen, 
will be close between Leonard and Foster, 
with the chances in faver of the one who 
gets the most support from the other fac- 
tions of his own party. If many McEnery 
democrats, concluding that there is little 
chance of the election of their own candi- 
date, vote for Foster, he will get a major- 
itv; and if many of the custom house re- 
publicans throw off -'Warmoth’s infiuence 
and support Leonard, the latter will have 
a good chance of success. 

The supporters of Leonard claim that 
the Foster people who have control of the 
election machinety intend to count them 
out. To prepare against such a contin- 
gency they have arranged to have every 
voter who casts his ballot make an affidavit 
of ‘what it was and if the results after the 
vote is counted are different from what the 
affidavits show they will enter a contest 
and carry the matter befére the president 
and congress on the ground that there is not 
a republican form of government in Louis- 
iana, and set up an independent. state gov- 
ernment of their own. 

As to the Legislature. 


The legislature to be chosen and which 
elects a United States’ senator to succeed 
R. L. Gibson will be equally complicated, 
and no faction or party will in the ma- 
jority. It will probably stand: People’s 
party, (this is a combination of the Far- 
mers’ Alliance and labor party), 5; republic 
ans, 33; McEnervy democrats, 45; Foster 
democrats, 55. Of the latter thirty-three 


are Farmers’ Alliancemen who are acting 


within the democratic party. This will 
give the republicans the balance of power 
in the legislature and they will probably 
have something to say. 

It is probable that the democratic divis- 
ion is permanent. It has been threatened 
for years, but patched wp in one way or 
the other. Both factions will send delega- 
tions to the national democratic convention 
at Chicago, and call upon that body to de- 
cide between them as to which is the regu- 
lar organization; but it is doubtful if its 
decision is accepted by the. faction against 
which it rules. There will be two demo- 
cratic tickets in the field in the next state 
election, and probably two democratic elec- 
toral tickets this fall. If the republicans 
win now it will only increase the bitterness 
between the democratic tions, for each 
will accuse the other of being responsible

SHOT DEAD BY HIS NEPHEW, 


A Shocking Tragedy in Henderson County, 
North Carolina. 

Flat Rock, N. C., April 18.—(Special.)— 
The most horrible and cold-blooded murder 
ever known in the history of Henderson 
county was enacted at the postofiice this 
Le fteenbon at 6:50 o'clock. 

The shooting was done by John P. Jones, 
@ prominent and well known young man 
of this place. The victim was L. B. 
Brookshire, also a well-known’ and 
prominent citizen. 3 

The Shooting Begins. 

Mr. Brookshire went into the postoffice 
‘and transacted some business with the 
postmaster and was walking quetly out 
when young Jones stepped up to him and 
commenced shooting at him. | Brookshire 
went down at the second shot with a ball 
through his heart and one in the left tem- 
ple, expiring instantly, and never speaking 
after the first shot was fired. 

Brookshire was taken unawhres and did 
not have time to draw his pistol or even 
utter a word of remonstrance. 

The Origin of the Trouble. 

The trouble is supposed to have originated 
from Brookshire’s being too intimate with 
Jones’s wife. Several months ago Brook- 
shire was tried at the last term of the su- 
perior court, charged with raping Jones’s 
wife, but came clear. The case caused a 
sensation at the time, owing to its spicy 
nature. Bad blood has existed between 
the two men ever since, and a tragedy has 
been expected for some time. The promi- 
nence of both parties makes’ the affair 
doubly sad . 

Uncle and Nephew. 

Jones was Brookshire’s*mephew and was 
well known and one of the most promising 
young men in this section. Brookshire was 
also well known and if he had lived would 
have been a candidate for the office of 
sheriff in the fall election.

Nashville’s muni- 
cipal system is unique, It consists of ten 
councilmen chosen by the vote at large of 
the twenty wards into which the city is 
divided, no two of whom can be elec 
from the same ward. A board of public 
works and affairs, consisting of three mem- 
bers elected by the city council for a term 
of six years and so arranged that the 
term of one of them expires every two 
vears. The general business of the city is 
in their hands. A mayor is elected by the 
popular vote of the city every two years, 
at which time the term, which is four years, 
of one-half of the councilmen expires and 
others are chosen. By this alternate elect- 
ive system every two years of a part of the 
executive and legislative branches of the 
city government, we retain at all times in 
the ‘respective bodies the experience neces- 
sary for an intelligent direction of affairs. 
East Tennessee Capital. 


Mayor Thompson writes of the high 
character of the population, a large part of 
which is native core. There is no pauper 
or criminal class. The climate is .wonder- 
fully fine. The city has been remarkably 
free from epidemics, though the sewerage 
system has been limited. It is being suc- 
ceeded now by a splendid new system. 
Knoxville’s advantage in an educational 
way comes in for a long notice. Geograph- 
ically she is the center of East Tennessee.

Under the circumstances, common sense 
and honesty suggest that silver be placed 
on an equality with gold, so far as the 
operations of the law are concerned; that 
the metal be remonetized and made 
receivable at the mints on the same terms 
with gold. When this is done, the differ- 
ence in the market price of the two 
metals will show the ratio. Perhaps Mr. 
Halstead would suggest that gold will 
disappear during this experiment. But 
Secretary Foster will tell him there is no 
danger of that, for the secretary announc- 
ed not so very long ago that under the 
law he could issue bonds, place them on 
the market in London and bring as much 
gold to this country as might be neces- 
sary. 

We presume that Hditor Halstead is no 
longer inclined to maintain that a flood 
of European legal tender silver would 
seek our shores in the event of free coin- 
age. He probably knows that European 
silver coming here would not only lose 
3 cents on the dollar, owing to the differ- 
ence in the mint ratios, but would be 
treated as bullion and stripped of its alloy. 
Then of the pure silver remaining one 
tenth would be retained by the mint to 
allow for the alloy which goes into our 
coins. Add together the freight, insurance, 
the loss of 3 cents and the loss of one- 
tenth of the pure silver, and the real 
nature of the barrier to foreign silver 
can be appreciated. 

To sum up the matter, Editor Halstead 
will see that the most serious considera- 
tions intervene to prevent a change of 
ratio to fit the factitious conditions that 
now exist. If a change is to be made— 
and we do not deny that it will be neces- 
sary—it should follow and not precede 


the remonetization of silver.

The state school commis- 
sioner has instructed the boards that no 
contract will be legal unless they come to- 
gether regularly, meeting as a board and 
transacting the business In session. 

)@ outlook now is that the matter will 
result in an investigation that will reach 
to every part of the state and will result 
in putting the state school system on a 
better and firmer basis. Commissioner 
Bradwell proposes to give and take no 
quarter in this matter, and will hew to the 
line. let the chips fall where they will.
